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HAINS FROTHED TRIAL FOR CRAFT | 


AT THE MOUTH 


When Told of Wife's Miscon- 
duct With Annis, 


MAJOR HAINS ON THE STAND 


Brother of the Slayer of Annis in 
Tears As He Told of Effect of 
Wife’s Infidelity on Mental 
State of Army Captain. 
Servants’ Evidence.

Flushing, N. Y., December 30.—A sud- 
den indisposition of John F. Mcintyre, 
chief of counsel for Thornton J. Hains, 
charged, with his brether, Captain Peter 
C. Hains, Jr., the killing of Wil- 
liam KE. Annis, caused an adjournment 
of the trial this afternoon until tomor- 
row. McIntyre complained of HNiness 
during the morning session, and an early 
recess was taken, at his request. Mr. 
Mcintyre found himself unable to go on 
with the case this afternoon, and Jus- 
tice Crane ordered an adjournment to 
Thursday. 

Dr. Austin (Flint, the alienist for the 
prosecution, informed Justic Crane that 
Mr. McIntyre was suffering from over- 
work, and that a short rest would prob- 
ably prevent a breakdown later, which 
would cause a longer adjournment. Mr. 
Mcintyre was seized with dizziness while 
examining Major John Hains, United 
States army, brother of Thornton Hains, 
who had ‘been called, and was testifying 
to his brother’s mental condition, which 
ls said to have been brought on by 
marital troubles. 

Major Hains on Stand.

Major Hains was the principal witness 
for the defense today. In a voice that 
trermbled from emotion, Major Hains told 
the jury of the changes that he “had 
noted in Captain Hains’ mental condl- 
tion from a year ago to the time when 
the captain told of those happenings that 
led to the separation from his wife. All 
through his testimony, the tears fell 
from Major Hains’ eyes. 

Major Hains said Captain Haing dis- 
played evidences of being irrational, and 
that hts mind constantly reverted to the 
things that had been told him concern- 
ing his wife's alleged conduct with AnN- 
nis. 

Mrs. General Peter C. Hains, mother of 
the defendant, is reported here to be quite 
ii in New York, and it is said that she 
may not be called as a wtiness. 

Minnie Rohne, the cook of Captain 
Hains’ household, was recalled to the 
Stand today. She said she made a mis- 
take last night when she said she told 
Captain Hains the night of his return 
from the west of the happenings in the 
household; that it was two days later. 
The witness said she overheard at 2 
O'clock Sunday, two days following Cap- 
tain Hains’ return from the west, a con- 
fession of Mrs. Hains to her husband. 

Captain Hains Broke Down. 


The witness further declared that Mrs. 
Hains told her of a trip to New York 
last spring 

Captain Hains, the witness said broke 
down when told of the New York trip to 
see a physician. He wrung his hands 
and cried: “It can’t be true.” 

kmma Lavelle, a former servant in the 
home of Captain Hains, said: 

“] said to the captain that his wife 
Stayed away two or three times a week. 
[| said that I called up Mr. Annis by 
telephone, and told him, ‘There was 
nothing on the carpet for him today.’ ” 

Miss Lavelle said that she also in- 
formed the captain’s children of his re- 
turn from the west; that half the time 
the children had nothing to eat, and 
that if anything happened to them she 
would not know where to find Mrs. 
Hains. 

The witness further declared Mrs. 
Hains once reproached Annis for break- 
ing an engagement with her, because 
he had an appointment with his wife.

Convicted Ex- Treasurer of Penn- 
sylvania Dies Suddenly 


SENTENCED FOR TWO YEARS 


W. L. Mathues Was Oonvicted With 
Others of Conspiracy to De- 
fraud State in Capitel OCon- 
tracte—Believed Worry 
Caused Death. 


Media, -Pa., December 30.—Whiliam lL. 
Matheus, former state treasurer of 
‘Penngyivania, died suddenly late today 
at his home here, aged 46 years. The 
cause of death was given by his physi- 
cian as pneumonia, but it is generally 
believed that this illness was superin- 
duced by Mr. Matheus’ tribulations, 
which were brought upon him by the 
Harrisburg capitol graft cases and his 
récent sentence of two years in the 
penitentiary for his part in the alleged 
conspiracy againet the state. 

For many years, Wflliam lL. Matheus 
Was recognized as one of the political 
leaders of Pennsylvania and his power 
in, Delaware county politics was su- 
preme until the expose of the capital 
frauds. 

In March of the present year, former 
State Treasurer Matheus, former Audl- 
tor General William P. Snyder, James 
Shumaker, former Superintendent of 
Public Grounds and Buildings and Fur- 
niture Contractor John H. Sanderson 
were convicted of conspiracy in _  de- 
frauding the estate out of $119,308, in 
a contract for wooden furnfture. On 
December !6, Matheus, Snyder, Shu- 
maker and Sanderson were summoned 
before Judge Kunkel at Harrisburg to 
receive sentence. Wach was sentenced 
to pay $500 fine and the costs of the 
prosecution and undergo tmprisonment 
for two years. Pending an appeal to 


released on $25,000 bail each. 

Mr. Matheus, who was summoned 
from North Carolina, where he had 
Z9ne On a hunting trip, to receive his 
sentence, complained of a heavy cold, 
and against._the advice of his physi- 
cians, insisted on returning from Har- 
rieburg to his home here on the Sat- 
urday following the court sentence. 

He took to his bed and at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon suffered a relapse, and 
in less than half an hour he was dead. 
His sudden collapse was due, it is said, 
to a weakened heart.

As the child babor question is one of 
considerable importance in this section 
of the country, Mr. Parrott’s letter 
will doubtless be read with interest. 

Mr. Parrott’s letter is. as follows:

IN FACE OF AWFUL TOTALS 
ITALY STANDS APPALLED 


In the face of these awful totais, Italy. 
stands appalied. 
Nor has the ful] death list yet been re- 


rived at Naples and other ports and 
the vast majority of these are severely 
injured. Other thousands remain near 
the ruins of their homes or wander half- 
Starving, half-naked over the land. The 
forces that on Monday overwhelmed the 
cities also destroyed the means of sus- 
tenance. 

, Telegraphic communication has been 
established with Messina, the apparatus 
having been established in a railway 
van. Messages which have come over 
the line, though they have been meager 
in detail, show that hope its gone. 
Nothing remaing of the city but a mass 
of ruins that have been swept by fire. 

A mere handfu) of survivors are being 
cared for by the rescuing forces, but 
their distress is great and it has been 
increased by the violent cold wind that 
followed the. heavy rain. Destitution Is 
everywhere and appalling. There itis 
little food and less water. 

Of Messina’'s 90,000 population, it is 
believed that fully 70,000 perished. 
Forty thousand people died in Reggio. 
KING AND QUEEN IN TEARS 

OVER HEARTRENDING SCENES 

The king and queen were in Messina 
today. The king explored the ruins, re- 
gardless of the danger to which he ex- 
908sed himself. He was often moved to 
tears at the heartrending scenes he 
fame upon at every turn. The king 
was loud in his praise of the aplendid 
work accomplished by the Italian, Rus- 
Sian and English blue jackets, who 
saved many persons who otherwise 
would have perished. The gueen spent 
the day in the wards of the hospitais, 


visiting the wounded, many of whom | 


have lost ail that was dear to them. 
Hier majesty did her best to cheer them 
with womanly wards of consolation, 
often breaking into sobs as she listened 
to their dreadful tales of suffering. 
The king left for Reggio tonight. 

Catania, the jargest city nearest to the 
zone of the disaster, Is crowded with 
rerugees, and the continuous stream of 
fugitives coming in, the sight of the 
wounded, and repetition of real or 
imaginary earthquakes have so alarmed 
the population that they are becoming 
uncontrollable. There is no longer any 
place where the refugees may find shel- 
ter. 

Mardinal Francica-Nava Di Bontife, 
archbishop of Catania, has employed all 
the money in his possession to pro- 
vide food for the fugitives, but the peo- 
ple of Catania also are in great need, as 
the ordinary business pursuits have been 
entirely interrupted. 

FATE OF MANY FOREIGNERS 
CANNOT BE ASCERTAINED 


The government is finding difficulty in 
ascertaining the fate of the many for- 
eigners who were in the earthquake zone 
at the time of the catastrophe, inquiries 
concerning whom are coming from ali 
parts of the world. 

The commander of the battleship Ad- 
miral Makharoff, which arrived with 
fugitives at Naples today, confinms the 
report of the death of the American con- 
sul at Messina, Arthur S. Cheney, and his 
wife, who were burie@ in the ruins of the 
consulate. The number of Americans in 
Sicily and southern Italy is believed to 
be small, and“several of them are re- 
ported to have been staying at Taor- 
mina, which is on the east coast, about 
thirty miles southwest of Messina. 

According to the latest reports, this 
place suffered no harm fru the earth- 


quake. 
GREATER LOSS OF LIFE 


THAN IN ANY ITALIAN WAR 

The minister of war, in dispatching or- 
ders to the military authorities, who 
have practically taken over the absolute 
power throughout the zone of the earth- 
quake, explained: 

“This disaster has resulted in a greater 
loss of life than any of our wars for 
independence. Indeed, the situation is 
much worse, as, while war is always 
preceded by a period of preparation, this 
happened within forty seconds. While 
war only affects the young and strong 
among the people, the present calamity 
has mowed down women and children, 
ald men and young. While in war the 
armies are followed by the most com- 
plete camp hospitals, the numberless 
weunded in Calabria and eastern Sicily

The engineer said that all houses along 
the route showed effects of the earth- 
quake. 

There was a slight, short undulatory 
shock of the earth at 7:30 o’clock last 
evening, which, in view of the disas- 
trous results of the recent earthquake, 
was sufficient to create a_ terrible 
panic. There was a general rush to 
the squares and open places, accom- 
panied by lamentations and shrieks of 
fear.

Messina’s crying need today is for doc | 


tors, clothing and food and firemen to 
combat the flames that still ravage the 
city. ‘ 

Doctors. nurses and firemen are peing 
hurried into the wrecked city, but .the 
lack of food and water makes the work 
of rescue difficult. The Russian and 
British warships at Messina have sent 
crews ashore, and the vessels have been 
transformed into hospitals. 

All the hospitals in Catania are crowd- 
ed, and even the schools have been con- 
verted into infirmaries. The less se- 
riously injured of the survivors of Mes- 
sina are being dispatched by the dozens 
to Palermo. 

A woman gave the following account 
of her experiences: 

‘Ags soon as I could get Out of my 
house, I rah in the direction of the 
water front. I noticed that the greater 
portion of the main thoroughfare of the 
eity, the Via Garfbaldi, was destroyed. 
From every side I heard the cries of the 
woupded and the shrieks of terrified 
women. I struggled through water and 
mud up to my knees, and succeeded in 
gaining one of the docks. From there I 
was taken on board a cruiser in the har-

Like Maniacs. 


“While on my way down to the water, 
groping through the dust and darkness, 
a band of about one ‘hundred persons 
rushed upon me like maniacs. They 
were fleeing up town. They separated 
me from my cempanion, Whom I never 
saw again.” 

Two doctors, who succeeded in escap- 
ing from Messina, report that fully two- 
thirds of the city has been ruined. 

Entire streets have caved ir. One of 
the doctors was sleeping in a room on 
the third floor when the first shock 
came,-and saved himself by grasping the 
poof of a neighboring hotse. A ferry- 
boat moored at one of the docks seemed 
-euddénly to thrown high into the air. 
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the. boat says a huge cloud of dust 
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overwhelming picture of devastation.

SUFFERERS TO BE AIDED 
BY THE RED CROSS SOCIETY 


Washington, December 30.—At the 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the American National Red Cross, it 
was decided, inasmuch as the California 
relief work of the society terminates to- 
morrow, to appropriate from the surplus 
of the fund for that work now in the 
hands of e Red Cross, the sum of 
@60,000 for the benefit of the sufferers 
in southern Italy. This money will be 
transmitted tomorrow through the state 
department direct to the Italian Red Cross 
at Rome, in order that it might be used 
at once. It also was decided to request 
the governors Of all states who’are aid- 
ing in the collection of funds. for the 
Italians to have such contributions trans- 
mitted through the regular American 
Red Cross onganization, either at Wash- 
ington or In the states, as the only rec- 
ognized Yelief. agencies for the distribu- 
tion of such funds, 


BARTHQUAKE WAS PRECEDED 
BY A ROAR LIKE CANNON 


Catanzaro, Calabria, December 30,— 
Such fragmentary news as has been re- 
ceived from Reggio goes to confirm the 
previous report that the city has been 
practically obliterated. A laconic telk- 
gram from some telegraph operator in 
the zone of which Reggio was the cen- 
ter says: 

“Reggio has been almost entirely de- 
stroyed. The local director of tele- 
graphs and the operators are dead. 
Messina and Reggio look like 
Pompell.’’ 

The prefect of Reggio, Signor Orso, 
who was tnought to have been killed, 
has reached a coast point in safety, 
after twenty-four hours of fearful ex- 
perience. The man could hardly talk, 
but he said Reggio had been almost en- 
tirely devastated; that the dead ran 
into the thousands, and that the sur- 
rounding villages also have been de- 
stroyed. The region of HRocella, Jonica 
and Caulonia, not far from Reggio, is 
flooded. 

A laborer who escaped from Reggio 


relates that shortly before daybreak a 
deafening noige like the roaring of a | telluric disturbance 


hundred cannon was heard. This was 
followed by the subsidence of the en- 
tire lower portion of the city. At 
same time the sea swept over 
water front. The cathedral, all 
municipal buildings, the barracks and 
the beautiful palaces that lined the 
craso are now heaps of ruins. Screams 
of terror could be heard above the 
crash of falling buildings. 

The mayor of Seminara, in the prov- 
ince of Calabria, telegraphs that his 
town has been practically destroyed. 
Seminara had about 4,000 Inhabitants. 
Up to the time of reporting the res- 
cuers had unearthed 108 bodies. 

Reports from Pizzo, 30 miles west of 
here, declare that the geath list in sur- 
rounding villages reaches a total of 
3,325. Many wounded persons are still 
under the wreckage. The survivors are 
camping in the open air. Most of them 
are without clothing, and food‘is lack- 
ing. The section around Pizzo experi- 
enced another earth shock last eVe- 
ning, throwing the people into a state 
of panic. The remains of the church 
in Pizzo collapsed. A score of people 
within the buildjng had a miraculous 
escape. It is raining hard, but, in 
spite of this, the entire population per- 
sists in living in the open air. A report 
receifveq here from Sant Eufemia, a 
town of 6,000 people, 16 miles southeast 
of Reggio, declares that the dead there 
numbered 1,000, the wounded exceed- 
ing those figures. The houses are now 
in fiames, It is impossible to send sup- 
plies on account of lack of means of 
communication. 


10,000 PERSONS WERE KILLED 
IN THE TOWN OF BAGNARA

CITY OF REGGIO FLOODED 
BY A GREAT TIDAL WAVE 


Monteleone, Calabria, December 30.— 
The tidal wave that swept into Reggio 
flooded the city to a depth of 30-feet 
above sea level. Some of the houses 
along the water front were swept from 
their foundations and dragged out to 
sea. Twelve miles of the railroad near 
Reggio were destroyed. A tempest add- 
ed to the terror of the scene. 

A dispatch received here from’ Trip- 
orni says that a few Reggio survivors 
are wandering nudé and demented about 
the ruins of the city, searching for food. 

Practically all the pupils of the Reg- 
gio college perished. The little villas 
ocated on the heights above Reggio 
alone escapéd destruction. The chateau 
of Reggio is a heap of ruins. 


FEARED AEOLIAN ISLANDS 
HAVE BEEN DEVASTATED 


Rome, December 30.—Cable communi- 
cation with the Aeolian Islands, 25 miles 
north of Sicily, is interrupted. It is evi- 
dent that the line Is broken, and it is 
feared that the islands also have been 
devastated.

Naples, December w#.—Time only 
confirms the unspeakable horrors of the 
earthquake. History will pernaps 
never divulge its supremest indiviaua' 
tragedies, for earth and sea ruthilessiy 
Claimed thousands of human beings, 
and the flames mercilessly completed 
the unfinished devastation. 

Naples, vibrant with the memory of 
Vesuvius, is prostrated anew 12t 
misery and woe from Messina confided 
to her care. The hospitals, aoteals ana 
homes are crowded with ref"gees; ard 
the people are vieing with one anotner 
in alding the stricken. 

Those who have expert knowledge on 
the subject agree that the senter or 
the cataclysm was the strait of Mes- 
sina which also is the center of the 
volcanic zone whose highest peak, itt- 
na is now silent. From this base, the

The steamer Therapie is lying off 
Naples, crowded with refugees ‘trom 
Messina—bereaved men, starving wo- 
men and weaning children—all with tna 
stamp of great fear still on thelr faces. 

Story of Refugee. 

One of the refugees, a man employee 
with a German cotton firm [fn the Iest 
city, sald: 

“Messina is utterly destroyed, Noth- 
ing remained when I left but a part 
of the citadel. A few so:diers are the 
une survivors of the whole garrison. | 
was asleep when the first shock. awoke 
me. I lit my lamp, but all was quiet 
and I turned to sleep again, Suddenly 
fresh shocks Occurred, violent end 
terrifying. I arose quickly but the 
rouse was swaying and my door was 
jammed. I took the sheets from the 
bed and made a rope and lowerei my- 
self from the window to the street. An 
Italian family of five persons escaped 
from the house by the ald of my rope. 

“No sooner were we in the street than 
the house collapsed. 17 tried to easist tn 
the work of rescue, but it was useless, 
The horror and confusion were inde 
scribable. All day I wandered in the 
wrecked streets. No food coukd be se- 
cured; I had only a few nuts to eat. 
The head of my firm was lost, and his 
brother had to go through the streets 
begging for bread *>r his wife and chil- 
dren. Theve was no vu. nization in the 
work of rescue. 

Robbers Use Knife. 


“The prison was destroyed and the 
wardens killed, but many of the prison- 
ers escaped. Whey prowled about the 
ruins, robbing and mu ring. They 
cut off the fingers of the dead and 
wounded to get the rings. Some of 
them were singing songs of liberty as 
they plied the knife. 

“A Russian vessel lying in, the harbor 
was thrown into the street % ° the tidal 
wave, Other vessels foundei 4. Ralil- 
way lines were swallowed up The 
square known '’as “The Campo Santo’ 
collapsed and sank. Only the summits 
of a few ruined bulldings still emerge 
from the wreck. What remained of the 
population when I left was camping near 
the harbor." 

According to other refugees, not a sin- 
gle hotel remained-standing. <A fissure 
sixty feet deep opened near the church 
of Santa Maria, and houses fell bodily 
into it. 

The Therapie brought thirty German 
and six hundred othér fugitives. During 
the voyage to Naples severa] injured 
women died, and one child was born. 

Two Miles of Rains. 


A physician named Condo, a native of 
(Messina, said he escaped by climbing 


over the fallen roofs. Houses vanished 
with the suddenness of a dream, and day- 
light shewed nearly two miles of ruins, 
Steamers put out to cross the straits for 
help after the first shock of the earth- 
quake, but half way over they met ves- 
sels from the opposite coast which car 
ried the news that Reggio, too, had per- 
ished. 

Some of the fugitives aboard the Thera- 
pie hastily left the ship when she 
reached this port, in some cases aban- 
doning their children, 

Ten more steamers with refugees are 
expected within a day or two, and every 
effort is being made to prepare shelter 
for them: Naples is the center of the 
relief organization, and all social func- 
tions have been postponed. 

Passengers on Train Killed. 

A few refugees that have arrived here 
from Calabria are almost too unnerved 
to speak of their terrible experiences. 
One states that an express train on the 
road from Réggid to Naples was brought 
to a stop by the shock when about 
eighteen miles along the road in its 
journey. The passengers demanded that 
they be taken back to Reggio, where

Governor Smith and Ex-Governog 
Northen Disagree About Negro. 
Last Meeting of Educational 
Association Will Be Held 
Tonight.

“FMucation of the Negro’ was the 
striking feature of the meeting at the 
First Methodist church yesterday morn- 
ing. The members of the Southern Ed- 
ucational Association engaged in a live- 
ly tilt regarding just how the negro 
should be taught in the way he should 


gO. 
Among the speakers were Governor 
Hoke Smith, ex-Governor W. J. Northen, 
Dr. John B. White and Dr. J. H. Phil- 
lips, of Birmingham, Ala Gové?mor 
Hoke Smith and ex-Governor Northen 
differed greatly about some points of the 
subject. Governor Northen stated that 
after the civil war the white people of 
the south told the “negro to go to the 
devf,’’ and continued: ‘“‘Now that he has 
come back from hell we have got to 
start where we-should’ have started 
then.” He said the negro was not re- 
sponsible for being in this country. Gov 
ernor Hoke Smith replied to this in a 
stirring argument. He said the’ English 
brought the negro to this country, and, 
in so doing, did him a service. Regard 
Ing the remark that the south told the 
“negro to go to the devil,"’ the governor 

said: d 
South 


“I differ with another suggestion of 
my able friend who opened this discus- 
sion. I take issue with his statement that 
the white people turned their back on 
the negro during the reconstruction. 

“Exploiters from the north and the 
lower men of the south joined hands, and 
the negroes were taken away from the 
southern people, and this made it im- 
posstble for the whites of the south to 
do what they would like to have done.” 

The most interesting and philosophical 
talk during the morning session was 
made by Dr. Phillips, superintendent of 
the Birmingham schools. 

Dr. Phillips advocated the teaching of 
the negro by his own race. 

His most interesting points were as fol- 
lows: 


Not to Blame. 


Limit of Development. 


1. Since the period of acquisitiveness or tn- 
tellectual growth, appears to be more Hmited 
in the negro than in the white, we must 
infer that the negro’s education should be- 
gin at an earlier stage. The negro child 
possesstes greater physical and possibly 
greater mental maturity than a white child 
of the same age. The period of infancy in 
the white race is more prolonged. Thou- 
sands of negro children receive no benefit 
from the school because they begin too 
late; the premature closing of the brain 
Sutures causes the early arrest of brain 
growth, and they remain thnfugh life men- 
tally in a state of comparative childhood. 
The negro child should enter school rela- 
tively earlier than the white child. Kinder- 
gartens or nursery schools should be pro- 
vided, and early training should be given in 
moral and industrial habits which shall be- 
come automatic before the period of arrest 
is reached. The education received by the 
negro youth after the age of 128 or 14, gen- 
erally has little effect upon his moral char- 
acter acquired after the higher faculties 
become fmactive, it remains as a veneer— 
a sort of superficial gloss—and in case ot 
strain the lower automatic habits easily 
break through the artificlal acquirement. 
The inhibitive function of the will is not 
sufficiently strong to hold the active lower 
impulses in restraint. 

2. The distinctive feature of 
school should be its insistence upon the 
concfete and the objective in matter and 
method. Following the work of the kinder- 
garten, the emphasis throughout the course 
shoyld be placed upon the elementary forms 
of Ydustrial training. Lessons in hygiene 
and home. sanitation should be given syste- 
matically in every grade of the elementary 
school. Girls should be practically trained 
in several forms of domestic science and 
boys should be trained in the elements of 
agriculture, stock raising, gardening and the 
uge of woodworking tools. The industrial 
methods of Hampton and Tuskegee must be 
extended downward and applied to the masses 
in the elemental schools. The gubjects of the 
academic course should be simplified, and 
the technical and abstract portions of gram- 
mar, arithmetic and other topics should be 
eliminated. Moreover attendance through the 
kindergarten and the grammar school should 
be eompulsgory. 


Trade Sehool Course, 


8. Secondary industrial schools should be 
accessible, with advanced courses in agri- 
culture and domestic science and shop work 
giving the elements of various occupations 
for which the negro is fitted. The course 
should be constructed more in accord with 
the ideal of the trade school than that of 
the technical high school. Instruction in 
the advanced English academic branches, 
however, should be available for those de- 
siring preparation for college or normal! 
school. \

dustrial scMisol should be the industrial and 
culture center of the negro nopulation. 
Afternoon and night classes should be held 
for the training of nurses, cooks and house 
servants under competent instruction and 
under the supervision of an expert commis- 
sion of white men and women. Certificates 
issued by this commission would be a guar- 
antee of efficiency and trustworthiness and 
would ineure the holder regular employment 
and better wages. It is remarkable that no 
organized community effort has yet been 
made for the training of those engaged in 
domestic service throughout the south. Our 
white women sometimes attend cooking 
schools, but they never send their cooks. 
The south must reorganize the negro school, 
not only in the interest of health and sani- 
tation, but also in the interest of more effi- 


cient service. 
Negro Teachers Essential. 


4 Another essential requirement of the ne- 

gro school is based upon the fundamental 
fact of race identity. The logical teacher of 
the negro schoo] is a negro teacher. The 
teacher and the taught must possess a com- 
mon race development. The historic con- 
sciousness of teacher and pupil must pos- 
sess certain intultive“Wlements in common, 
as the result of common race processes, if 
the instruction is to be vital and effective. 
Novel as the statement may seem, I confl- 
dentially hold that no white teacher is 
competent to teach an elementary negro 
school. In such a position the white teacher 
and the negro pupil can never realize the 
ideal school. Between teacher and pupil 
there must ever remain this chasm of race 
difference, as deep as human consciousness 
itself. We may call it prejudice if we will, 
but it still exists as a God-implanted in- 
stinct of which the teacher can never divest 
himself, out of which the pupil can never be 
educated. The law of race identity appites 
with specific force in the «Sementary school, 
but may possibly relax its authority in the 
field of higher education. Besides, to be 
the teacher of his race is the one position 
of honor and responsibility to which the 
negro may properly aspire and he should 
not be deprived of the incentive. 


No Sympathetic Touch. 


5. Another element essential to the wel- 
fare of the negro school is a community at- 
mosphere of sympathy ehd encouragement. 
County and city superintendents are usually 
sympathetic and helpful, by their counsel 
and inetruction. But the average negro 
school is not in close sympathetic touch with 
the life of the community. The most harm- 
ful institution to the negro himself and. the 
most dangerous to any southern community, 
is the average independent school, ma 
and directed by long distance agencies, and 
frequently taught by white teachers who 
understand neither the negro nor the re- 
quirements of the civilization in which he is 
destined to live. The blighting isolation and 
baneful influence of some of these institu- 
tions is responsible for much of the opposi- 
tion to negro education. The failure to co- 
ordinate the life of the school with the life 
of the community, results in the failure of 
its students to coordinate their lives with 
the social and industrial requirements of 
their civilization. The negro public school 
maintained by the city or state is more 
fortunate in this respect. Its very existence 
ie an evidence of public interest and its 
dependence upon public sentiment and sym- 
pathy begets confidence and good will. Al- 
ready significant progress has been made 
in this direction. In some instances school 
improvement associations, composed of white 
women, are helping to improve the condi- 
tions of the negro school; in others free 
kindergartens have been established for ne- 
gro children. The growth of loca! interest 
in the negro school, as the ke? to com- 
munity betterment, is a promising indica- 
tion of progress.
